Fresh Troops Are Arriving Constantly to
Recruit Armies

VON KLUCK’S ARMY
TAKES OFFENSIVE

German Army, Heavily Reinforced, are Pushing Allies
and Yiolent Battle Continues

While the world awaits news of the great battle in which the
British and French allied forces and the Germans in northern France
have enguged for twenty-six days, meager ofiicial reports from the
front vouchsafe little information of the actual operations.

Today it is a small piece of ground lost and tomorrow the
same ground has been regained. Meanwhile the French forces are
moving northward, but are gaining little to the east, which would be
essential to the outflanking of the German right wing.

- section of the German army, with heavy reinforcements which have
reached him in the past week, has taken a decided offensive and day
by day the annovacement is made by the French war office that the

Cavalry Screens German Troops.

Masses of German cavalry have been recently seen near Lille,
and-behind them German forces moving on a line between Tourco-
ing and Armentieres, This important unit of the German army, which
it is thought might serve to break the French line, the French report,
has been held in check, and to the north of Lille, has been driven
back. On two wings, it is added, the German attacks have been re-

ulsed. '

This statement adds that the fighiting at Augustowo and in Su-
walki was of a most sanguinary nature and that while the German
machine guns finally turned the scale of battle in favor of the Ger-
mans the saughter of the German artillerymen was ferrific. The
movements of the German troops were greaty hampered by the
physical condition of the country. o] . i

Washington, Oct. 7.—Speedy resto-
ration of harmony bhotween Generat
Carranza and Villa through open con-
ferences at Aguas, Calientes was pre-
dicted tonight i na statement issued
by the constitutionalist agency here.

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WAR REVENUE
BILL COMPLETE

SENATE DEMOCRATS HAVE
AGREED ON PROVISIONS
OF WAR MEASURE.

TAX ON LIQUORS

Proposed Tax, on Gasoline and

Automobiles Eliminated—
Levies on Liquors.

Washington, Oct. 7.—Reviston of the
administration war revenue bill was
completed by the caucus of Senate
Democrats late today, and prepara-
tions were made to press the measire
in the Senate, Senator Simmons,
in ¢harge of the bill, said the finance
conmiittee would present it to (he
Senate tomorrow. He believed a week
of debate would dispose of the bill
and clear the way for adjournment

As the bill was completed by the
caucus with ite added Jevies on beer
and rectified spirits, and minus the
proposed taxes on gagoline and au-
tomobiles, Senator Simmons estimat-
ed it would yield anuually about
$105,000,000, unless a slump in heer
preduction cuts down the estimated
revenue from that source.

The increased tax on beer s ex-
pected to yield from $43,000,000 to
46,600,000 and the rectified spirits tax
of five cenls a gallon is calculated to
ralge $5,000,000. Stamp taxes on ne-
gotiuble Instruments, stocks and
bonds, deeds and transfer bills of lad-
ing, pullman car and steamship tick-
ets and Insurance policies are expect-
ed to yield $30,000,000, and a stamp
tax on patent medicines“cosmetics and
perfumeries is cxpected to produce
£7,000,000. The remainder will come

from special taxes om theatres and
places of amusement, on tobacco,
cigar and cigarette = manufacturers

and on domestic wines.
Brokers Not Taxed,

The caucus suthorized the finanee

comunlitee to revise the tax on cig-

arettrs, formerly fixed by the com-
mittee at $24 for each manufacturer.
It would be graduated along the lines
of the cigar manufacturers’ tax, which
charges dealers from $6 to $96, ac-
cording to the volume of business.

Property Insurance Taxed.

The insurance tax agreed upon Is
the House provision for a levy on all
property insurance, but with iife in-
surance eliminated. This was done by
the Senate finance committee before
the conference was called and was left
vnchanged by the conference. As it
stands in the bill a tax of one-half of
one cent per $1.00 of premium is lev-
ied on all property insurance, ashore
or afloat perative and mutual
policies belng exempt as are reissued
policies. Fidelity and guarantee in-
surance woud pay a similar rate.
